CHAPTER 244.

AN ACT to detach certain territory from the
town of Sugar Camp in the county of Oneida,
and attaeh the same to the town of Gagen in
said Oneida county.

The people of the slate of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assemlbly, do enact as follows:

fperioNn 1. Township number  thirty-cight
(38) north, of range ten (10) east, and the south
half of township number thirty-nine (39) north,
of range ten (10) east, in Oneida county, are
herehy detached from the town of Sugar Camp
in said county and the same are hereby attached
te and made a part of the town of (fagen in said
county.

SECTION 2. The provigions of section 2 of
chapter 334 of the laws of 1883 shall not apply to
the territory hereby detached from said town of
Sugar Camp and attached to said town of (ragen.

SeeToN 3. This act shall take effeet and be
in foree from and afier its passage and publica-
tion.
